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About Astronomy. 

I saw and heard him as I was going 
home tho other evening. A b\g teles- 
cope was pointing heavenward from 
tbe public square, aiicl ho stood besido 
it and thoughtfully inquired: 

'Is it possible, gentlemen, that you 
do not eaio to view the beautiful works 
of nature above tho earth ? Can it be 
true that men of your intellectual ap- 
pearance will sordidly cling to LO 
cents rather than tatte a look through 
this telescope and bring the beauties 
of heaven within V. miles of your 
eyes ?' 

The appeal was too much for one 
young man to resist. He was a tall 
young man with a long face, high 
cheek bones and. anxious look.

The Triumph of Common 
Sense. 

Like most garments, like most car- 
pets, evoiytliing has a right side and 
a wrong side. You can take any joy, 
and by turning it round find trouble b 
on the other side. The gloomiest moun- 
tain never caata a shadow on both sides 
at once, nor does the greatest of life's 
calamities. When the Mackenzie pol- 
icy of "making haate slowly" with the 
railway was first announced here, 
many good and well-meaning persons 
woro betrayed into the utterauco of 
sontiments of dissatisfaction and hos- 
tility, and prophecies of the ultimate 
abandonment of the work were freely 
indulged in. But as time wore nlon^ 
Reason began to take the place of Pas- 
sion, and as the strong light of common 
sense shed its rays upon the public 
mind mon be<ran to ask each other 
whether the "make haste slowly" poli- 
cy was not a better one than the "rush 
it through" scheme of the Macdonald 
Ministry. Passion urged that wo ought 
to enforce the fulfilment of the bond 
even at the risk of secession and the 
impediment of the great advantages 
that Confederation has conferred upon 
us. Reason said that if the bond were 
fulfilled Columbia would reap little 
advantage from the expenditure; that 
10,000 laborers would be needed to 
push the work through within the spe- 
cified time; that those laboiers would 
bo Chinese; that the supplies for their 
maintenance must be brought from 
abroad because tho country ia not now 
in a position to grow them; and that it 
would redound more advantageously 
to all classes if 3000 white men wore 
engaged for 15 or 20 years in building 
the line than if 10,000 Chinese were to 
do the same work in eight years. Pas- 
sion reeled before this crushing ava- 
lanche of Commouseuse, but soon 
rallied and returned to the charge with 
the remark that through railway con- 
Btructijn was all British Columbia 
wanted to make her rich and prosper- 
ous; but here, again, he was met by 
the hard-fisted patriot who tackled him 
with the statement that British Colum- 
bia at present stood much more in 
need of a steady and large expendi- 
ture of public money within her 
borders than she did of easy commu- 
nication with Canada by means of 
which our farmers would be undersold 
before they are prepared to contest the 
market with the Canadian producers, 
and the interior trade would bo imme- 
diitely snatched from the hands of 
Victorians by Canadian merchants. 
Passion worsted in the "tilt" flow off 
to 3njfland with his case and laid it 
be ore Lord Carnarvon, who decided 
that Reason had the best of the 
argument and judgment was ro- 
coided accordingly. This judgment 
all paities in the Province have 
accepted as final, and under it 
Canada ;b now preparing for active 
operations within out borders. Alrea- 
dy the railway has been located from 
the head of Bute Inlet to Fort George, 
a distnnco of threo hundred miles; 
and the lines of two strong and effi- 
cient surveying parlies are being ra. 
pidly drawn together on the Inland. 
A year ago to have heard that the Ca 
nadian Pacific Railway was to reach 
our fair city via Bute Inlet would 
have made the pulao of every man on 
tho Island bound with giatification . A 
year ago to have boen told that in 1875 
Canada would expend $500,000 of her 
gold within Columbia's borders upon 
railway surveys, would have caused 
every man in buainoss in the Provinoo 
to figure up the sum that would fall to 
his share. It is scarcely neces- 
sary to say that both these desirable 
ends have boen reached, and that 
whether tho water stretches between 
Bute Inlet and Nauaimo bo utilized or 
not until 1890, Victoria will bo tho 
practical terminus, the western "jump- 
ingoff place" of Canadians for all timo 
to come. Now, is not this a great 
point gained? With tho absolute 
fact before him that this will bo the 
western commercial mart of the Do- 
minion, and tho equally positive cer- 
taiuty that railway construction is on 
tho eve of commoucemont under tho 
Carnarvon decision, what Columbian 
will be found so great an idiot or so 
great a rascal as to wish to sever the 
bond that unites him to tho Eastern 
Provinces? It is true that tho work 
will not bo executed aa rapidly as was 
at first promised; but Lord Carnarvon, 
in agreeing with Commonseiise, said 
that that was to our advantage, 
and wo have at least the as- 
suranco that actual location givos 
of an ooniest and honest intention of 
eoci^ucing 'lilil completing tho lino 
within i ho next IftaeJi _years. It 
(a equally true, as Passion urgecr,- , h»V' 
noun of us may not live to seo tho line 
votaptated; still there is tho consolation 
■ever proBunt that tho children who are 
growiug up around us will enjoy tho full 
iionotits tUnt must flow from tho consum- 
rjiation of tho grand eohoiiio of Confed- 
eration. Wo of the present day aro only 
dipping from tho oup. Our ohildron will 
drink doop draught* of prosperity at tho 



fountain-head. The yonnpr man in the 
beautiful fablo of "La Fontaine" ridicul- 
ed tho man of four-seoro for planting nn 
avomio of little trees, becauso he could 
□ot hope to live long enough to see them 
as high as his head. *'\W11," said ho, 
"and what of that? If thoir shade afford 
menopleanuro it may afford pleasure 
to my children and even to you; and, 
therefore, tho planting of them givos mo 
pleasure."

On Sunday afternoon M. Longden, 
Walter Sawyer unci Geo. F. Ferguson 
(who wero in tho employ of L. Baker, 
E-iq., the contractor for building tho_ 
lighthouse on Entrance Island) started 
from tho Island ill a good sea boat, about 
18 feet long and capable of carrying 12 
persons, for Naunini \ When the boat 
was about 200 yards from the Island it 
became necessary to take x "took." Tn 
doing so Longden (who weighs about 
Li'JD tbs) failed to change his position. 
<&*liis caused all the weight to be on tho 
one sido, and tho boat lilled and turned 
bottom upwards. Tho throe men man- 
agod to get on tho keel of tho boat. In 
a short time Sawyer slipped off und was 
seen no more. After the boat had drift- 
ed about a mile in the direction of Light- 
house Island, Longden was seen to drop 
into tho chilling wuters. The boat, with 
Ferguson still clinging to tho upturned 
keel, drifted out into tho Gulf. Tho 
men on tho island used their best en- 
deavors to save tho nnfortunato moa by 
throwing planks and sticks towards them, 
but without avail. There was no other 
bout on tho island. Mr. Longden (car- 
penter) was about ot) years of age, n na- 
tive of Cheshire, England, and leaves a 
wife (who is in this city and a stranger) 
to mourn his sudden departure. Walter 
Sawyer (sailor) who has lately boon em- 
ployed in building tho Harewood wharf, 
and sometimes wont under tho sobriquet 
of "BloaK," was a native of Brighton, 
England, and aged about 30 years. Geo. 
F. Ferguson, (sailor) jvho worked on tho 
streets for tho Corporation for some time, 
was a native of London, England, and 
aged about 24 years. 

The ship Washington Libby has arriv- 
ed and the ship Black Eagle" is loading 
at Wellington. The ships Grace Darling 
and Orpheus are on tho way. 

The cook of tho bark liemijijo was 
charged by Oapt. Pritchard, before May- 
or Bute, with refusing to obey orders. It 
seems that the Capta-.n came aboard at 3 
p. m. on Tuesday and called for dinner. 
The cook, who was engaged in washing 
cloths in tho gallery, answered "that ho 
did not keep a restaurant aboard." After 
finishing washing tho cloths, ho got the 
Captain his dinner. Tho caso was dis- 
missed. 

A new six foot seam of coal has been 
found at Wellington. 

The bridge which crosses tho ravino 
connecting Bastion and Fitzwilliam 
streets is 292 feet long by 18 feet in 
width. There are 8 spnns, the three con- 
tro ones being 40 feet long. Tho "bonts" 
of piers are composed of A largo timbers 
llrmly braced together. Tho bridgo is 
planked with 3 inch plank and has a 
strong railing on each sido. Tho bridge 
is a tirm and substantial structure and is 
not only an ornament to tho city but a 
great convenience to the inhabitants. 
Tho bridge is a credit to tho builders, 
Messrs, Pawson and Nightingale.

Europe. 

London, Oct. 29. — Sir Richard Sag- 
galey, attorney general, has beon ap- 
pointed judge of the supremo courtj of 
appeal.

Africa. 

London, Nov. 1.— Advices from Capo 
Palmas to Oct. 11th state: A Liberian 
forco of 1)00 troop3 had attacked somo na- 
tivo villages, but wero repulsed and ob- 
liged to retire, losing 24 killed and wound- 
ed. Thoy also abandoned 3 cannon. The 
disturbances result from tho Liberian law 
prohibiting direct trade between natives 
and foroignora. 

London, Nov. 1, 5:30 a.m. — Nows re- 
ceived of the British expedition to punish 
tho pirate vessel on tho Congo river, for 
tho murder of English sailors, statos that 
tho entire squadron on tho west coast of 
Africa was engaged nnd sent boats up the 
river. Many villages were destroyed, and 
a largo nnmbar of natives killed. The 
British lost ono killed and six wounded. 



Eastern States. 

New York, Nov. 2. — A duel ooeurred 
this afternoon on the top floor of No. 100 
Dolanoy street, between two Polish Jews 
named Joseph Goldman and Moses 1'is- 
kalt. Goldman waB shot and instantly 
killed, and Piskalt mortally wounded. 
Tho men woro partners as jewelers, and the 
tragedy is supposed to havo risen out of 
a business quarrel. 

New York, Oct. 30.— Tho Board of 
Education of Union Hill, Now Jorsoy, 
voted last night to prohibit tha reading 
of tho Bible in tho public schools. Some 
citizens openly threatened there would 
bo blood shed heioro tho Bible should bo 
removed.

New Zealand. 

From the "Southern Cross" wo 
glean the following: 

Although things political look very 
calm upon the surface just no w, stormy 
times are still looked forward to be- 
fore this session of Parliament closes. 
Tho peculiar feature is that each party 
looks to its final success as a result, 
regarding which there can bo no man- 
ner of doubt whatever. Tho Govern- 
ment and supporters are cock sure 
tho Opposition are completely gra- 
vellod, tripped up at all points, and 
now are certain to remain completely 
hors do combat, und calculate upon 
pleasant sailing henceforth. Now 
the Opposition aro just as confident 
that the ministry cannot tido over this 
session. Daily defections from their 
ranks are announced, and gouorally 
thoy are considered to be bungling 
things dreadfully. On which ever side 
tho balance of truth lies, certain 
leading members of Opposition are 
sanguine about holding portfolios be- 
fore very many weeks. 

Tho intelligence from tho various 
gold fields of tho province is encourag- 
ing. From the Thames, the Coro- 
mnndel, and more especially from 
Tairus, there havo boon received dur- 
ing tho past montn most encouraging 
nccouuts of tho improved stato of the 
minos. 

There has boon a largo arrival of 
immigrants during the month. The 
Vasoy Stewart special settlers, after 
having been weloomod and feted in 
Auckland, wero forwarded by steamer 
to their lands at Katikati, whore they 
are now engaged in tho work of set- 
tlement. Although tho winter soason 
is just over, the wholo of the newly- 
arrived immigrants have found em- 
ployment. 

Tho lato returns of the various banks 
trading in tho colony indicatos a 
steady expansion of colonial trade and 
commerce. ' The Bank of Now Zea- 
land heads the list with a note circu- 
lation of nearly half a million, gov- 
ernment deposits about a million, and 
private deposits to close on two million 
and a quarter. Its total liabilities, 
iu round numbers, amount lo £3,739,- 
l JI2; tho total assets, £4,709,487. On 
tho 30th Juno last, tho amount at do 
posit in tho six banks doing business 
in tho colony was £6,094,072; liabili- 
ties, £6,950,010; and assets, £10,81 4,- 
222. 

A most remarkable and significant 
fact as concerning one of tho tenden- 
cies of tho New Zealand climate is 
demonstrated in tho last census paper, 
which shows that tho colony is, Fiji 
excepted, the youngest of Her Majes- 
ty's possessions, 222,034 persons, or 
nearly ono -third of the total population 
boing of New Zealand birth — a num- 
ber equal to all the English and Scotch 
in the colony. As compared with Eng- 
land, tho return shows an average for 
tho colony of ono child born to every 
married woman iu the colony every 
3,31 years. Concerning the nationali- 
ties of tho colonial population in Auck- 
land, Taranki, Hawks Bay, Nelson, 
Westland and Canterbury, tho Irish 
outnumber tljo Scotch, whilst tho Eng- 
lish maintain predominance; and in 
Otago, tho Scotch stand first with 21,- 
400, tho English second with 15,350, 
and tho Irish number only 701)0. 



A Slaver Cui-furou, 

A letter from Zanzibar the "West- 
ern Morning News" narrates a daring 
advonturo in pursuit of slaves. On 
Aug. 9 the launch of hor Majesty's 
ship London was cruising off Pemba 
Island, when a slave dhow was observ- 
ed becalmed seven miles distant. 
Robert Trigger, Captain of tho launch, 
thereupon determined to board hor, 
and started off in a small boat with 
two bluejackets and an interpreter. 
After pulling two hours the slaver was 
captured. The throe mon sprang up 
her bows with cutlasses betwoen their 
tooth, knocked down with their list 
tho Captain and those who 
came to his aid, and before tho crow 
had recovered from their surprise had 
lashed tho Captain and two others 
hand and foot, and put them over- 
board into thoir boat; the rest of the 
crow wero intimidated. A breez* 
springing up, Trigger made sail and 
took tho dhow, which was densely 
packed with slaves, alongside tho Lon- 
don's launch. The dhow was taken to 
Zanzibar and condemned, the British 
Consul commending Trigger and his 
comrades to tho consideration of the 
Admiralty. Capt. Sullivan, of tho 
London, however, gave the mon a se- 
vere rebuke. It is reported that ho 
has sinco been superseded by tho Ad- 
miralty. 

Canadian Mail 

[Per Steamer North Pacific.) 

Ottawa, Oct. 20.— Hon. L. S. Huut- 
ington roturnod from Montreal yestor- 
day. 

Mr. Laugton, of tho Finauco Depart- 
ment leaves to-day on business, and will 
bo absent about two weeks. 

Tho seed grain for the uso of settlers in 
the North-west who suffered last year 
from grasshopper visitation has boon pur- 
chased and forwarded to Manitoba, Tho 
Government will take means to prevent 
favouritism or political influonco in its 
distribution. 

It is bolioved that tho question of tho 
navigation of streams common to both 
tho Dominion und the United Statos, 
such ns tho Red River, will probab.'y bo 
tho subject of negotiation between our 
Government, through tho British Min- 
ister at Washington, and tho Govern- 
ment of tho United States. 

Cooper, Fairmau & Co. havo written 
another letter to tho Montreal Gazette in 
reference to Mr. White's chargo of ne- 
potism against tho Promior. They say 
that no portion of their commission on 
tho contract for stool rails given by the 
Mersey Steol aud Irou Company, which 
thoy represented, was oarnod or received 
until long after Mr. Charles Mackenzie 
had ceased to have an interest in thoir 
business. 

English statistics show an unprom- 
ising picture. of the stato of tho liquor 
traffic. An inland revenue return 
shows that in tho year ending with 
September, 1874, there worn in Eng- 
land 07,903 victuallers licensed to sell 
beer, or 45 loss than in tho preceding 
year; and there wero 39,925 other pew 
sons licensed to sell boor to bo drunk 
on the premises, or 77(3 fewer than in 
tho preceding year. But besides these 
there wero 3,527 persons licensed to 
sell beer not to bo drunk on tho prom- 
ises, at this hi3t number 845 more than 
the number in tho preceding year. 
This increase is tho most noticeable in 
somo parts of tho north. In tho Hali- 
fax " collection" there woro 20 fewer 
persons licensed to sell beor to be 
drunk on tho premises, but thero was 
an inorease of 64 in tho persons licen- 
sed to sell beor to bo drunk on the 
premises. Iu tho Manchester collection 
the forrnor of these two classes shows 
a decreaso of 30, but tho latter an in- 
crease of 125;in tho Sunderland collec- 
tion the former a decrease of 10, but 
tho latter an increase of 42. In neither 
of these places was thero any decrease 
in tho number of licenses issued bo 
victuallers.
